ported in the same number of hours at the office of the board of health. 
The heat was responsible for the deaths of others than those who died of 
cholera infantum.

have pulled through but for the intense heat.

OEEGflN IS DEAD 


He Was Shot by Police 


Officer 


BOSTON, July'11.—William Decgan, 


aged 22, of Soineryllle, died at the Re- 
lief Hospital" today, as "the "result or be- 
ing shot, by Patrolman Dennis .Leary in 
Charleatoxvn last night during an at- 
tack on the officer in which the latter 
shot and" injured three other men, ail 
friends of Deegan. 


The policeman attempted, to arrest 


Deegan on Chelsea street near 
the 


Oharlestpwn navy yard. Deegan, the 
police claim, was intoxicated. 
His friends assaulted the officer, and 


took his.club away from him. Fright- 
ened by. threats made by the crowd 
that gathered and tlie taunts of Dee- 
gan's friends, the patrolman fired four 
shots. The first struck Deegan in the 
abdomen and he fell. Robert J. Ver- 
ner of Somerville, Deegan's brother-in- 
law, was hit in the groin. At the hos- 
pital today he is reported to be recov- 
ering. . The others injured are John 
Anderson of Romervillc and an un- 
known man, who escaped with a bullet 
wound in his hand.

A CHILD'S AGE 


HARVARD 
PROFESSOR 
TELLS 


HOW TO DETERMINE IT 


CAMBRIDGE,

11.—Professor 


Thomas Morgan Rutch, of Harvard 
university, is working along the lines 
set by Dr. Maximilian T. E. Grossman 
to determine the actual.development of 
a child's mind and body, not by ."his or 
her years, but rather by different tests 
on a child's wrists and arms. 


Dr. Botch believes that there shbuld 
be an anatomic standard set .for prac- 
tical .use In athletics and In tho. schools. 
Dr. A. W. Georgu has found the most 
practical and reliable inde* of develop- 
ment is represented by the hand and 
wrists. 


Professor Hotch believes that young 


children should be classified by their 
anatomic age rather than by their 
chronologic, age. 


"You 
can tell u horse's age by look- 
ins at his teeth, but in the child the 
truth is to bo found in the wrist," he 
says'. The formation of the many little 
bones, that together make up the wrist, 
is the index.of the development of the 
child. Whether his years number four 
or ten, the number of bones in liis 
wrist will determine whether he is in 
reality a "four-year-old" or a ten-year- 
old in strength of body and mind. 


The baby's wrist shows two tiny 


bones in the mass of cartilages; the 
child that is just finishing childhood 
to enter upon the next period has a 
wrist "full of bones," so to speak.

not number on his list of friends the 
man who would needlessly set foot 
upon a worm, or words to that effect, 
there were no gypsy or brpwntail 
moths. 
The situation relative to the brown- 
tail moth is decidedly discouraging. 
The extreme heat of the last few days 
has brought millions of them out and 
you, 
"gentle reader," kncnr just exactly 


what it means to. have -a city invaded 
with these miserable pests. When a 
reporter sits down to write about these 
pesky things he's got to be mighty 
careful or he's liable to jump the bars 
and get In with the cuss words. 
For three nights .past the browntail 


notlis have literally swarmed about the 
street lights and it is not an unusual 
sight to see a light pole covered from 
top to bottom with white moths so 
completely, covered (iSyto make it ap- 
pear that the post had been painted 
white. A street car conductor is tell- 
ing a story today of a follow who was 
deceived into believing that a post cov- 
ered with white moths was the regular 
white post at which the cars were sup- 
posed to stop. The fellow had several 


weeks will have changed to troops of 
tiny moths, feeding in colonies, caus-

CULTURAL VS. UTILITARIAN EDUCATION 


President Joyncr oi the National Touchers' Association in an address 


towards the close of the Boston convention cautioned the educators ngainst 
going too fnr in the direction of industrial and vocational training. 
He 


allows that it would be just as bad to err by giving these subjects too much 
attention as by ignoring them altogether. 
He holds that what he calls 


"cultural" education must not be slighted. 
Here is a statement from his 


speech which is right to the point: 


"In an almost revolutionary reaction from an educational sys- 


tem in which the so-called cultural was made the chief and almost 
the sole aim of education, under which universal education meant 
the same sort of education for all 
sorts 
of 
people, it 
is 
not 


unnatural that there should be an over-emphasis of the utilitarian, 
the vocational, the adaptation of education to the environment and 
the individuality of every sort of child. In swinging from one ex- 
treme that produced men with an education without a vocation we 
must not swing to the other extreme that will produce men with 
a vocation without, an education." 
That is a clear presentment of the case and a very reasonable one. 


What he calls cultural education, however, is not strictly so. It is n mis- 
take to suppose that an ordinary English education will not in a very great 
degree fit a man for many vocations. 
This education, it seems, should be 


the main object at school until a reasonable standard 
shall 
have 
been 


attained, •when it will be all right and even necessary to 
take 
up 
the 


vocational training. Mnmml training JK educational just as is mathematics, 


but. industrial or technical training is different. 
That implies the learning 


of some trade and special training for n vocation after leaving school.

Alleged 
That 
Jewels 


Were Smuggled 


NEW YOHK, July 11.—Customs of- 


ficials at New York have been warned 
(o watch for the diamonds valued at 
?400,000 smuggled last week from Lu- 
dcrlt/. Bay in the German province of 
Southwest Africa. 
The first reports 


were that the smugglers were aboard 
a German liner, but now there are 
suspicions that the diamonds will be 
carried to New York. 


Maiden Lane importers say 
it is 


not likely that the smugglers will try 
to get the stones cut and polished in 
New York. Usually the diamond man- 
ufacturers in New York do not cut 
stones in the smaller sizes and most 
of the smuggled stones are small. The 
small stones could be cut in Antwerp 
and Amsterdam without attracting no- 
tice. 


As the diamonds »rc in the rough, 


they, could be brought to New York 
without a demand for duty here as the 
10 per cent duty on diamonds import- 
ed into the United States applies only 
to cut stones. If the smugglers come 
hero and are arrested it will be as a 
courtesy to Germany. 


The export tax on diamonds in the 


German colony was ft^ed at ?2.3S a 
karat two years ago when the German 
fields -were discovered. 
The 
smug- 


glers who carried the gems valued at 
5400,000 through tha lines defrauded 
the German government of $133,333. 


Besides the loss of revenue the Ger- 


mnn government hus another reason 
for following up the smugglers. 
Im- 


porters say tlie Germans have adopted 
the same policy as the English com- 
panies in restricting the output to the 
world's demand. So the German gov- 
ernmcn must catch the smugglers not 
only to collect the duties on the dia- 
monds, but to protect the diamond 
market from the 
effects of soles of 


contraband stones.

HARVARD 
PROFESSOR .: TELLS 


HOW TO DETERMINE IT 


CAMBRIDGE, July 
11.—Professor 


Thomas Morgan Hotch, of Harvard 
university, is working along, the lines 
set by Dr. Maximilian T. E. Grossman 
to determine the actual development of 
a child's mind and body, not by.his or 
her years, but rather by different tests 
on a child's wrists and arms. 


Dr. Rotch believes that thera should 


be an anatomic standard set for prac- 
tical use in athletics and In the schools. 
Dr. A. W. Georffo has found the most 
practical and reliable index of develop- 
ment is represented by the hand and 
wrists. 


Professor Rotch believes that young 


children should bo classified by their 
anatomic age rather than by their 
chronologic age. 
• . 


"You can tell a horse's age by look- 


ing at his teeth, but In the child the 
truth is to be found In tho .wrist," ha 
says. The formation of the many litde- 
bones, that together make up the wrist. 
Is the Index of the development of tho 
child. Whether his years number four 
or ten, tho number of bones in his 
wrist will determine whether ha Is in 
reality a "four-year-old" or a ten-year- 
old In strength of body and mind. 


The baby's wrist shows two tiny 


bones In the mass of cartilages; thei 
child that Is just finishing childhood 
to enter upon the next period has a 
wrist "full of bones," so to speak.

CULTURAL 
VS. UTILITARIAN 
EDUCATION 


President Joyner of the National Teachers' Association in an address 


towards the close of the Boston convention cautioned the educators against 
going too far in the direction of industrial and vocational training. 
He 


allows that it would be just as had to err by giving these subjects loo much 
attention as by ignoring them altogether. 
He holds that what he calls 


"cultural" education must not bo slighted. Here is a statement from his 
speech which is right to the point: 


"In an almost revolutionary reaction from an educational sys- 


tem In which the so-called cultural was made the chief and almost 
the sole aim of education, under which universal education meant 
the same sort of education for all 
sorts 
of 
people, it 
is 
not 


unnatural that there should bo. an over-emphasis of the utilitarian, 
the vocational, the adaptation of education to the environment and 
the individuality of every sort of child. In swinging from one ex- * 
treme that produced men with an education without a vocation wo 
must not swing: to the other extreme that will produce men with 
a vocation without an education." 
That is a clear presentment of the case and a very reasonable one. 


What he calls cultural education, however, is not strictly so. It is a mis- 
take to suppose that an ordinary English education will not in a very great 
degree fit a man for many vocations. This education, it seems, should be 
the .main object at school until a reasonable standard 
shall 
havo 
been 


attained, when it will be all right and even necessary to 
take 
up 
tho 


vocational training. Manual training is educational just as is mathematics, 
but industrial or technical training is different. 
That implies the learning 


of some trade and special training for a vocation after leaving school. 


President Joyner might have pone farther and objected to the con- 


tinual introduction of foreign matter into the school curriculum or the 
waste of time with such matters even when the pupils relish thorn only as 
n diversion from the subject in hand.

Were Smuggled 


NEW YORK, July 11.—Customs of> 


ficlals at New York have been warned 
to watch for the diamonds valued at 
5400,000 smuggled last week from Lu- 
deritz Bay in the German province of 
Southwest Africa. 
Tho first reports 


were that the smugglers'were aboard 
a Gormau liner, but now there are 
suspicions that tho diamonds will bo 
carried to Nenr York. 


Maiden Lane importers say 
it Is 


not likely that tho smugglers will try 
to get the stones cut and polished in. 
New York. Usually the diamond man- 
ufacturers in New York do not cut 
stones in the smaller sizes and most, 
of the smuggled stones are small. The 
small stones could be cut in Antwerp 
and Amsterdam without attracting no- 
tice.. 


As the diamonds (iro in the rough, 


they could be brought to New York; 
without a demand for duty here as tho 
10. per cent duty on diamonds import- 
ed into tho United States applies only 
to cut stones. If the smugglers coma 
here and are arrested It will bo as a 
courtesy to Germany. 


The export tax on diamonds in tho 


German colony was fixed at S2.3S a 
karat two years ago when the Germaa 
fields 
were 
discovered. The 
smug- 


glers who carried the gems valued at 
S-IOO.OOO through tho, lines defrauded 
tho German government. of $133,333. 


Besides the loss of revenue the Gor- 


man government lias another reason 
for following up tho smugglers. 
Im- 


porters say the Germans have, adopted 
tho same, policy ns the English com- 
panies in restricting: thy output to tho 
world's demand. So the German gov- 
ernmon must catch the smugglers not 
only to collect the duties on the dia- 
monds, but to protect the diamond 
market from the effects of sales of 
contraband stones.

a child's mind and body, not By his or 
her years, but rather by different tests 
on a chlld'3 wrists and arms. 


Dr. Kotch believes that there should 


bs an anatomic standard set for prac- 
tical use in athletics and in the schools. 
Dr. -V W. George has found tho most , 
practical and reliable index of develop- 
ment is represented by the hand and 
wrists. 


Professor Rotch believes that young 


children should bo classified by their 
anatomic age rather than by their 
chronologic age. 


"You 
can tell a horse's ago by look- 


Ing at his teeth, but In the child the 
truth is to be found in the wrist." ho 
says. The formation of the many llttls 
bones, that together make up the xvrist, 
Is the index of the development oc tho 
child. Whether his years number four 
or ten. the number of bones in his 
wrist will determine whether he Is in 
reality a "four-year-old" or a ten-year- 
old in strength of body and mind. 


Tho baby's wrist shows two tiny- 


bones in tho mass of cartilages; the 
child that is just finishing childhood 
to enter upon the next period hflfl a- 
wrlat "full of bone.s," so to speak.

ported in the same number of hours-at the office of the bbard of health. 
The heat was responsible for the deaths of .others than those who died of 
cholera infantum. 
In several. cases the doctors said their .patients would 


have pulled through but for the intense heat. 


The call for medicine has been much greater than 
usual, and 
the 


dispensary at city hall has been a pretty busy spot for. the last few days. 
It was reported at the office- of tho bdard. of charities that there had been 
more calls for lines to the dispensary during the last four days than for an 
ordinary month. 


The district physicians, too, are in on the rush. The number of calls, 


for assistance received by them during the last four days beats all records 
and they presage a great many more deaths unless there is a decided change 
in the temperature. The doctors' advice to everyone is to ndopt all manner 
of means possible lo keep cool.

CULTURAL VS. UTILITARIAN 
EDUCATION 


President Joyner of the National Teachers' Association in an address 


towards the close of the Boston convention cautioned the educators against 
going too far in the direction of industrial nnd vocational training. 
He 


allows that it would be just ns bad to err by giving these subjects too much 
attention as by ignoring them altogether. 
He holds that what he calls 


"cultural" education must not be slighted. 
Here is a statement from his 


speech, which is right to the point: 


"In an almost revolutionary reaction from an educational sys- 


tem in which the so-called cultural was made the chief and almost 
the sole aim of education, under which universal education meant 
the same, sort of education for nil 
sorts 
of people, it 
is 
not 


unnatural that there should be an over-emphasis of the utilitarian, 
the vocational, the adaptation of education to the environment and 
the individuality of every sort of child. In swinging from one ex- 
treme that produced men with an education without a vocation we 
must not swing to the other extreme that will produce men with 
a vocation without an education." 
That is a clear presentment of the case and a very reasonable one. 


What he calls cultural education, however, is not strictly so. Ti is n mis- 
take to suppose that an ordinary English education will not in a very grent 
degree fit a man for many vocations. This education, it seems, should be 
the main object, at school until n reasonable standard shall have 
been 


attained, when it will be all right and even necessary to 
lake 
up 
the 


vocational training. Manunl training is educational just as is mathematics, 
but industrial or technical training is different. 
That implies the learning 


of some trade and special training for n vocal inn after leaving school. 


President Joyner might have gone farther and objected to Ihe con- 


tinual introduction of foreign mailer into the. school curriculum or the 
waste of time with such matters even when the pupils relish thorn only as 
a diversion from tho subject in hand. 


That is he will experience the dilfer 
ence between "it" and "ex."

tution is the subject of a monograph 
made public today 
by the 
national 
nonetary commission. The. document 
was prepared by Prof. A. W. Flux, 
vlio has for years given attention to 
he economic development of the Scan- 
dinavian countries, and who spent sev- 
eral months of last year in pursuing 
he present investigation for the com- 
mission. 
The volume includes brief 


"ketches of the banking systems of 
Vonvay and Denmark, as well as Swe- 
den. 
Special interest attaches to the 


banking experience 
of Sweden, be- 
cause she adhered to the system of 


rate not exceeding two-thirds of that 
otherwise charged by the Riksbank. 
At the end of each year, beginning 


with 1903, .the amount of the maxl-, 
mum limit of'eaah of these, special 
privileges' is decreased by one-eighth 
of Its original amount, BO that they 
lapse entirely at the end of 1910. 
.These concessions to the enskilda, 
banks were so liberal that they led to 
the surrender of their rights earlier 
than the date .fixed in the law for their 
definite termination. 
Several of 
the 
enskilda banks availed themselves of 
the privilege of conversion into joint 
stock banks with limited liability, but 
those of both types continued to in- 
crease their offices and the volume of 
business done throughout Sweden.
